My super 
social life 

Chicagoans making plans to heat up 
their routine as the winter sets in

Chicago transplant Jamie Bufkin has heard all the 
warnings about nasty winters in the Windy City 

“Everyone I talked to told me, ‘'Yeah, Chicago’s 
great, but wow, the winters there are brutal,’ ” 
the 22-year-old Lincoln Park resident, who in 
August moved from California for her job, told 
RedEye. “People still move here, though. People 
still say they love this city, so Pm thinking the 
winter can’t be that bad.” 

That all depends on whom you ask. Many 
Chicagoans can attest that to one degree or 
another, the city contracts during the winter. 
Aside from the biting cold, bleak skies, rivers of 
slush and mounds of snow, the Chicago winter 
brings with it fewer opportunities to get out 
and meet people, and that can result in a frozen 
social scene, according to people who talked to 
RedEye. 

Bufkin says she is up for the challenge of get- 
ting out and enjoying winter socializing. 

Having moved to a new city from across the 
country without a network of friends already in 
place, she doesn’t plan to stay idle as the mer- 
cury drops. “I have to be willing to go out and 
meet people and enjoy myself,” she said. “I’ll 
drag people out with me if I have to, but it’s an 
experiment, and Em ready to tackle it.” 

This year may be especially bleak. The joy of 


the summer is long gone, excitement over the 
city’s hometown senator winning the presiden- 
tial election stands to fade soon and economic 
troubles plaguing the country certainly won’t 
skip Chicago. 

Plus, there’s all that nasty weather on the way 

The Farmers’ Almanac predicts below-average 
temperatures for most of the U.S. throughout 
the winter. The almanac’s 2009 edition, which 
went on sale in August, also predicts above-nor- 
mal snowfall for the Great Lakes and Midwest, 
especially during January and February, accord- 
ing to Tribune archives. 

When asked by RedEye, Lincoln Park resi- 
dent Julie Groos, 24, said the impending winter 
can be a good opportunity for one to shake up 
his or her social scene. 

“The season should just be more of an incen- 
tive to get out of the apartment and meet peo- 
ple,” said Groos, who belongs to a league that 
plays the card game Euchre at a weekly gathering 
at Will’s Northwoods Inn in Lakeview. She’s also 
participating in a wine- tasting group that starts 
in January “I love staying busy with activities, so 
when a lot of them end in the fall, I just try to 
find new ones to fill up the winter, stay social and 
meet people.” 

Of course, it’s one thing to “meet people,” and 
another entirely to meet a potential date. So is 
it harder to hook up with someone in winter, 


when it can seem like too much of a hassle to 
slog through the snow to get to that bar, party 
or restaurant? 

“Definitely,” says Dan Palchak, 24, of Wicker 
Park. “In the summer I feel like I have a lot more 
energy, like I make more of an effort to get out. 
It’s the problematic nature of trekking around 
during winter.” Palchak says a lot of his winter is 
spent traveling to visit family for the holidays or 
going on vacations. When he’s home in Chicago, 
he says, the added cost of being cold leads to 
more planned events and fewer spontaneous 
encounters. 

Still, there is evidence that seems to suggest 
that individuals are more inclined to get togeth- 
er when the weather gets nasty 

Joseph Ferrari, a professor of social psychol- 
ogy at DePaul University, says some people get 
depressed during the winter, and some develop 
seasonal affective disorder, a condition that can 
bring on anything from the daily doldrums to 
serious depression. 

“One way to combat that may very well be by 
partnering up,” Ferrari said. ‘Also, birth rates 
tend to go up nine months after the winter. So 
if there’s a particularly bad winter, nine months 
later you’ll see a spike in the birth rate.” 

In its 2005 paper on births nationwide, the 
most recent published data available, The 
National Center for Health Statistics reported 
that birth rates were indeed highest in August 
and September, about nine months after the 
winter started setting in. 

Palchak says he is confident that winter cou- 
pling takes place. “Oh, it happens,” he said of the 
winter relationship. “No one will ever say that’s 
what they’re doing, but it happens with both 
men and women.” 

“There will always be people at bars,” Palchak 
said. “People will go out. Maybe there will be a 
little less blatant sexuality or visible skin, but it’s 
more about how much effort you put in.” 

For her part, Bufkin, the transplant from 
California, is cautiously optimistic about the 
coming winter weather and how it will affect 
her routine. 

“Then again,” she says, “I’m new here, and I 
have a 10 -minute walk to the train every morn- 
ing. Check back with me in March.”

The scene: Now that you’re done gorging on turkey 
and pumpkin pie, there’s a lot 
to be done before Christmas 
and New Tear’s: shopping, 
party planning, more shop- , 

ping. Oh, and don’t forget f 
brunch at Sepia. r 

Why the rush? After 
Dec. 14, Sepia’s brunch goes 
on hiatus until April, and it 
would be a shame to let 2008 
slip by without trying one of 
the best morning meals in 

town. Besides, don’t you deserve a little break from 
all of that holiday thoughtfulness and generosity? Just 
think of it as an early Christmas gift to yourself. 

Though dinner for two at the West Loop spot 
creeps into the triple digits quite quickly, brunch 
prices are in line with what you’ll find just about 
anywhere else in town; the average entree clocks in 
at about $11. You won’t find the heaping portions 
of a corner diner here, but that’s the whole point. 
Brunch— especially brunch here— is meant to be 
savored. 

The cuisine: As long as you’re treating yourself, 
you might as well make it a multicourse affair. Start 
with coffee from local roaster Metropolis ($3.50) and 


an order of mini-muffins, croissants or scones ($6). 
Selections change weekly— on a recent visit we got 
three little macadamia-coconut-chocolate chip muf- 
fins— but whatever ’s offered, you can count on a nice 
segue to the main event. 

Entrees are on par with what we’ve come to expect 
from Sepia’s dinners, which combine market-fresh 
ingredients and solid execution to create flavors 
that leap off that plate. Our smoked duck hash 
($12) was a perfect example. The little cast iron 
pan of diced potatoes came studded with smoked 
duck, young carrots and cipollini, striking just the 
right balance between smoky and sweet thanks to the 
little onions. If you’re looking for something more 
decadent, you can’t go wrong with the chocolate 
French toast ($11), surrounded by fresh sliced bananas 
and topped with chocolate sauce and rich caramel 
mascarpone. 

Since you’re going to want to linger, you’ll need 
a brunch cocktail. Our favorite is the Reviver ($9), 
a blend of Veev acai spirit, Domaine de Canton 
ginger liqueur, fresh lime juice and soda. The fizzy 
pink libation is true to name, so when brunch 
finally comes to an end, you’ll be ready for those holi- 
day crowds.

“Theater of the Mind,” his sixth album, proves 
that the rapper-actor-restaurateur has mastered 
Hollywood’s most abiding lesson: Stick to formula. 

Each song plays like a scene in a movie, a motif 
that makes for richly visual storytelling but many a 
familiar situation. 

While Bridges the actor hasn’t suffered from 
undue typecasting, the album’s marquee cast 
sometimes pays that price. 

Luda at least tears into the playbook with passion 
and a high roller’s aplomb, without losing the laid-back clowning that’s made 
him appealing to Hollywood. 

With scores from Scott Storch, Swizz Beatz and other bright minds of 
the business, glitzy soundscapes abound. Some of those help smooth over a 
few of Ludacris’ crass rhymes that recall a rare misstep earlier this year, his 
pro-Obama song that took cheap shots at Sen. John McCain and Sen. Hillary 
Clinton. 

When it comes to Luda’s all-star guest cast, each member appears as 
persona status quo. T.I. is sleazy and seductive on “Wish Tou Would,” and 
Rick Ross hoarsely raps straight out of some dank Miami lair. Even DJ 
Premier’s elegant minimalism fails to challenge on “MVP.”

Jackman’s role), weather problems and just the time 
needed to build all the sets. But director/co-writer Baz 
Luhrmann (“Moulin Rouge!”) hasn’t made a movie in 
seven years, so the 165-minute ‘Australia” arrives with a 
lot of anticipation and high expectations. 

The verdict: Luhrmann admirably doesn’t feel confined 
by genre, but he’s also working without a compass, 
turning the overlong, overstuffed ‘Australia” into 
something simultaneously cartoonish and corny, over- 
blown and underplayed.

Booze and cookies: 
Match made in heaven

Grab a glass but hold the milk; there are plen- 
ty of alternatives for washing down all those 
holiday cookies. Douglass Miller, an instruc- 
tor at the Culinary Institute of America in 
Hyde Park, N.Y., offers some unexpected 
cookie and drink pairings. 

Rum balls with a Dark and Stormy 
cocktail 

“Rum in the drink and rum in the candies, 
what else do you need?” says Miller. To make 
a Dark and Stormy, mix 2 ounces of dark rum 
with 3 ounces of ginger beer. Serve over ice. 

Lace cookies with a late-harvest riesling 

Like lace cookies, a late-harvest riesling is 
light and delicate. The wine’s peach and apri- 
cot flavors also work well here. 

Maple oatmeal cookies with an oatmeal 
stout beer 

The oatmeal adds a touch of sweetness to the 
beer, a nice match for the sweetness of the 
cookies, says Miller. The cookies themselves 
have a chewy texture, which also pairs well 


with the rich texture of the beer. 

Gingerbread with Voyant Chai Cream 
Liqueur 

This liqueur stands up nicely to the dark 
molasses and ginger in the cookies. Serve the 
liqueur over ice or in coffee. 

Sugar cookies with demi-sec 
champagne 

The bubbles in this sweet sparkling wine go 
wonderfully with the crunchy sugar coating 
on the cookies. 

Linzer cookies with Clear Creek 
Loganberry Liqueur 

The fruity flavor of the liqueur goes well with 
the nutty flavor of the cookie dough and the 
berry filling. Serve the liqueur chilled. 

Popcorn balls with a farmhouse 
Belgium ale 

This is a play on the baseball classic, popcorn 
and beer, Miller says. A farmhouse Belgium 
ale, which has a fruity flavor and aroma, would 
cut the sweetness of the popcorn ball.

Dr. Deepak Dalia and his family were eating at 
an Italian restaurant inside the Oberoi Hotel in 
Mumbai when they heard shots fired near the 
hotel lobby 

The Lake Forest family of five were among 
the many people who happened to be at two of 
Mumbai’s luxury hotels when terrorists struck 
Wednesday night. 

Dalia, 58, a radiologist, said upon hearing 
the fired shots and the commotion outside, 
restaurant employees quickly closed the doors 
leading to the hotel lobby Dalia was part of a 


party of 10 at the restaurant. His group included 
his wife, Himani, a pathologist at Vista East 
Medical Center in Waukegan; their daughter, 
Anokhi Bock, 31; son-in-law, Derek Bock, 32; and 
15-month-old granddaughter, Bela. 

Restaurant staff then shuttled about 70 guests 
through the kitchen and into an adjoining banquet 
hall, Dalia said. There, for the next two hours, 
guests were brought in from throughout the 
hotel. Employees shut off the lights and locked 
doors leading to the main part of the hotel. 

At one point, a guest came in saying his friend 
had been shot. Then, they felt an explosion from

outside the hotel, which caused the banquet hall 
to shake, Dalia said. That’s when he realized the 
situation was serious. 

“It was scary, very scary,” he said by cell phone. 
“Those two hours in the banquet hall felt like 
two days.”

Shoppers, who had snapped their wallets 
shut since September, turned out in force 
Friday to grab deals on the traditional 
start of the holiday shopping season, but 
it was clear worries about the economy 
tempered buying.

Toys “R” Us was offering up to 60 per- 
cent discounts from 5 to 10 a.m. 

Many consumers, clutching the store 
circulars, were focused on a few bar- 
gains Friday They said they were slash- 
ing their overall holiday budgets from a 
year ago as they juggle paying their rent 
and other bills, while putting food on the 
table amid layoffs, tightening credit and 
dwindling retirement accounts.

Last month, Dan Brown and his roommate head- 
ed from San Francisco to Las Vegas. They were 
aiming to win big so they could pay off their stu- 
dent loans. 

“If you don’t try, you can’t win,” says Brown, a 
26 -year-old marketing consultant. He’s sitting on 
nearly $100, 000 in loans taken out to pay for his 
bachelor’s and master’s degrees. His monthly loan 
bill is $1,000. 

Business at his firm has recently slowed, making 
him nervous about his job security He’s already 


deferred his student loans, and his lenders are 
now asking for payment. 

As Americans curb their spending and battle to 
keep up with credit cards and mortgages, another 
type of debt is starting to overtake people: 
student loans. Although the U.S. has experienced 
economic downturns before, never has one 
converged with such high levels of student debt. 

Total borrowing for school has more than 
doubled to $85 billion in the 2007-2008 school 
year from $41 billion 10 years earlier, adjusted for 
inflation, according to the College Board. The 


percentage of private loans, which generally carry 
less-generous terms, has ballooned to 23 percent 
from 7 percent. Subsidized federal aid has remained 
relatively flat at about $42.8 billion per year. 

The fear is that default rates on student 
loans will increase. SLM Corp., or Sallie Mae, 
the largest private student lender, reported a 
delinquency rate of 9.4 percent in September, up 
from 8.5 percent a year earlier. “It’s clearly because 
of economic conditions,” says spokesman Tom 
Joyce. “The credit crunch has washed onto the 
student-loan beach.”

As you head off on holiday travels and prepare 
to pay airline baggage fees, you may wonder 
what it actually costs the airline to fly your 40- 
pound suitcase. 

Based on our own estimate derived from 
consultations with industry executives and 
other sources, the cost to carry checked 
luggage comes to roughly $15 a bag. That, it 
turns out, is what most big airlines— including 
American Airlines and Continental Airlines— 

are charging fliers to check their first bag. But those who check multiple 
bags, ski equipment or oversized or overweight luggage are paying 
much, much more— allowing airlines to make a tidy profit. In those 
instances, baggage fees may yield more profit for the airline than what 
the carrier is making on the basic passenger ticket. 

Airlines don’t break out the expense of transporting passenger baggage, 
and they are tight-lipped about baggage because they know many 
customers are angry about the new fees. Airlines aren’t always so 
opaque when it comes to their cost data— American once famously 
counted the savings from removing olives from salads. But, several 
airlines contacted declined to discuss breakdowns of baggage 
costs; some were downright defensive. 

“I hope you would agree we are allowed to make a profit,” 
said one airline spokesman, adding his carrier doesn’t know 
what it costs to provide baggage service. 

But airlines do spend a lot of money moving luggage. 

Until recently, soaring oil prices were adding to that cost. 

That’s why earlier this year, United Airlines imposed a $25 fee to check a 
second bag on domestic flights, soon matched by most big U.S. carriers. 

In May, American became the first major carrier to impose a $15 fee on 
the first piece of checked luggage, also widely matched. Airlines also 
increased fees for large bags, heavy bags and people with more than two 
bags. 

Today, most major airlines charge $15 each way to check one bag; $25 
each way for a second bag; and as much as $125 each way for a third bag 
or any bag that weighs more than 50 pounds. f
